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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: For the reasons of the record, the Office Action 
mailed on 04/21/2008 is maintained. Applicant argues that either Nishmura or Ritter teaches or suggests the vascularization therapy as 
recited in the instant claims. This argument is not persuasive because: Nishmura teaches that Carbon dioxide bathing wherein the 
cutaneous blood in the immersed skin (wherein thermal effects of carbon dioxide bathing could have direct action on vascular smooth 
muscles), thus interpretation of vascular therapy (see abstract and page 337). As evidenced by Hidekazu Irie et al (Circulation, 2005, 111: 
1523-1529) that carbon dioxide bathing of ischemic hindlimb causes the induction of local VEGF synthesis, resulting in an NO-dependent 
neocapillary formation associated with mobilization of endothelial progenitor cells. Taken together, this accumulated evidence may raise the 
possibility that the carbon dioxide enriched water bathing therapy enhances regional blood perfusion by increasing new vessel formation 
(see methods and results, pages 1523-1524). Applicant should note that this is not an introduction of new reference. Just supportive 
evidence for "rebuttal" purpose only. . 
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
